Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year 

1955. 


During  the  year,  an  explosive  outbreak  of  Pood  Poisoning  occurred  in 
the  Parish  of  Warter  and  surrounding  district..  Pour  families  were  involved. 

On  the  22nd  November,  1955 >  a  travelling  butcher  sold  prepared  meat  from  a  tin 
to  three  families.  A  fourth  family  bought  cooked  ham.  That  evening  and  the 
following  day,  seventeen  persons  were  acutely  ill  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 

On  investigation,  the  outbreak  was  found  to  be  due  to  organisms  of  the 
Salmonella  group  and  this  organism  was  isolated  from  all  the  victims,  from  the 
meat,  from  the  tin  and  its  lid. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  ham  became  infected  by  the  same  knife  being 
used  to  slice  the  meat  and  ham.  One  person  who  did  not  eat  any  of  the  infected 
food  also  became  ill  and  it  is  considered  that  she  was  infected  when  she  was 
working  in  one  of  the  households  involved.  There  were  no  fatal  cases.  The 
outbreak  was  not,  however,  confined  to  this  district,  a  further  nine  cases 
occurring  in  an  adjoining  district  which  the  butcher  also  visited. 

A  table  has  been  inserted  this  year  showing  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  deaths  from  malignant  disease.  From  this  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  about  half  the  victims  of  this  disease  have  already  passed  the 
allotted  span;  others  have  however  died  in  their  prime. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and  the  staff  of 
the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Pocklington  receives  its  supply  from  a  private  undertaking  and 
the  water  from  this  source  and  from  the  Council's  sources  is  of  good 
quality.  No  treatment  is  required  other  than  chlorination. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  renovations  were  carried  out  in 
the  Pumping  Station  at  Market  Weighton  and  a  new  'Sumo'  Submersible  Pump 
was  installed  with  an  output  of  30,000  gallons  per  hour.  Hitherto,  the 
pumping  was  done  by  two  pumps  driven  by  diesel  motor.  The  exceptionally 
dry  summer  season  had  its  effect  on  the  supply,  in  that  the  demand  was 
increased  and  there  was  no  rain  to  replenish  the  underground  supply.  As 
the  year  drew  to  a  close,  it  was  evident  that  the  springs  were  lower  than 
at  any  time  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  twenty  years  ago.  I  am 
pleased  to  record  that  despite  these  difficulties  supplies  were  maintained 
and  an  appeal  to  the  public  was  not  necessary.  The  supply  to  neighbouring 
Authorities  was  also  well  maintained. 

The  only  Capital  Y/orks  affecting  distribution  which  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  were  confined  to  a  6- inch  link  main  between  Skelfiy  and 
Market  Weighton  and  when  the  year  closed  the  main  had  been  laid,  tested  and 
the  result  of  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  was  awaited  so 
that  the  main  could  be  put  into  service.  Although  the  primary  function  of 
this  main  is  to  provide  a  link,  it  is  hoped  to  supply  part  of  Market 
Weighton  by  gravity  from  Bumby  Reservoir  with  a  consequent  reduction  in 
pumping  at  Market  Weighton. 

Forty  new  connections  were  made,  and  the  metered  supplies  total 

1,098.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  in  Pocklington 
and  Market  Weight  on  and  fortnightly  in  the  remaining  parishes. 

It  was  very  evident  as  the  year  progressed  that  with  new  house 
building  an  extra  strain  was  being  put  on  the  collection  service.  Further¬ 
more,  it  was  found  that  in  the  villages  the  rural  population  was  becoming 
more  conscious  of  the  service,  which  was  in  its  fifth  year  of  operation,  and 
the  volume  of  refuse  was  increased.  In  Market  Weighton  further  conversions 
to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  this  parish  will  be  completely  served  by  water  carriage  and  the  whole 
collection  system  reviewed  to  include  Market  Weighton  in  the  general  collection 
service  and  cease  the  contract  system  which  prevails  at  present, 

SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


There  were  no  new  schemes  of  sewage  disposal  or  sewers  constructed 
during  the  year,  but  work  of  preparation  for  future  schemes  was  continued 
and  an  application  was  lodged  with  the  Ministry  for  permission  to  complete 
the  scheme  at  Stamford  Bridge,  the  first  part  having  been  completed  in  1954* 
Surveys  were  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  in  the  Pocklington  and  Barmby  Moor 
area  with  a  view  to  this  district  being  served  by  a  joint  scheme,  to  replace 
the  existing  obsolete  and  ineffectivo  disposal  systems. 

There  were  no  serious  obstructions  in  the  sewers  and  the  cleansing 
of  open  watercourses,  which  arc  more  or  less  sewers,  was  carried  out 
successfully  by  hired  labour. 

HOUSING. 


At  the  start  of  the  year,  no  housing  contracts  were  in  hand,  but 
the  Council  did  select  a  suitable  type  of  house  in  the  spring  and  in  early 
autumn  a  start  was  made  to  twelve  houses  at  Sancton,  eight  flats  at  Market 
Weighton  and  four  bungalows  at  Seaton  Ross.  In  the  early  stages,  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  sufficient  labour  and  materials,  and  when  the 
year  ended,  the  houses  were  not  as  far  advanced  as  had  been  hoped  for, 

A  survey  was  carried  out  under  Slum  Clearance  and  it  was  estimated 
that  a  total  of  318  houses  should  be  earmarked  for  early  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts.
